They are the 
minority, however. The majority manage 
to slip through life without litigation. They 
are indifferent to the sufferings of others 
who are less fortunate. As the Spectator 
says, “the democracy” as a body “ feels 


none of the burden, and if told of it laughs 


contentedly.” Therefore, the only quarter

is the legal profession, but for some reason 
the lawyers move slowly where legal re- 
forms are concerned.

THE PLAGUE IN EUROPE. 

There is, in the September number of the 
Popular Science Monthly, an article by 
Professor Vaughan of the University of 
Michigan concerning the plague which 
broke out in Bombay three years ago, and 
which still prevails there and in other In- 
dian cities to which it has spread. After 
describing thé conditions which make it so 
dificult to stamp out the disease in India, 
Professor Vaughan discusses the possibility 
of its spread to other of the world 
and the measures taken to prevent it. 

There are, he says, two routes by means 
of which the disease may pass from India 
to Burope. One is by way of the Red Sea, 
the Suez Canal, and the Mediterranean. 
The other is overland, through Afghanistan 
into southeastern Europe. After explain- 
ing the precautionary measures which 


have been adopted by different governments 


to keep the plague out of Europe, he ven- 
tures the statement that if it does get there 
it will be by way of Turkey in Asia, across 
the Bosphorus, into Constantinople. 

His conjecture has not been verified. 
Since his article was written the bubonic 


plague has broken out at Oporto, in Portu- 


gal. Doubtless it got there by way of the 
Suez Canal. There have been fifty-one 
cases of plague in that city, but it is hoped 
that thé precautions which have been taken 
will keep it from spreading beyond that 
point. A Moscow dispatch, however, says 
that the plague has broken out in the gov- 


Russia. It must have reached there by 
that overland route from India which passes 
through Persia, extending on up between 
the Caspian and Black Seas, and crossing 
the Caucasus Mountains in the neighbor- 
hood of Tiflis. 

The dispatches say that energetic efforts 
are being made to isolate suspected and 
undoubted cases, and to stop the onward 


march of the plague. Those efforts may be 
successful, but Russian officials are not as 
energetic as those of western Europe where | 
the enforcement of sanitary regulations is 


concerned. - Russians are not -cleanly in 
their habits, and Russian cities are dirty as 
a rule. It is possible that the plague, even 
if kept shut up it Oporto, may spread 
through Russia to Germany. 

Professor Vaughan asks: “Are we in 
America in danger of the plague?” His 
answer is, Tes; we are in danger, but 
this danger, being foreseen, may be easily 
avoided.” In his opinion the most vulnera- 


ble point is along the Pacific coast. With 


the plague at Hongkong, it may jump to 


Manila, and then be brought from there 


to San Francisco. But the length of time 
required to make the trip is such that 
ir the infection were on board a vessel 
it would be almost certain to manifest 
itself before reaching the United States, 
Still the suggestion ie made that all trans- 
ports and other vessela between Manila 
and this country should be supplied with 
proper disinfecting apparatus, and the

While 
Mr. Chamberlain was talking at Birniing- 
ham, Commandant General Joubert was 
talking to the Boers at Johannesburg. He 
told that their government would 
never cease to strive for peace, but that 
the Transvaal, if forced to.take up arms 
to maintain its independence, “ would fight 
to the death.“ The Boers may be obstinate 
enough to do that. Obetinacy is in their 


| blood. And if the Boers can manage to 


make the English strike the first blow, they 
will have the sympathy and may have 
the armed aid of their kinsfolk in the 
Orange Free State and elsewhere in south 
Africa. Then the difficulties attending the 
carrying od of a successful campaign 
against the Boers would be multiplied.

3 PARCELS POST TO GERMANY. 

A convention has just been signed estab- 
lishing a parcels post between Germany 
and this country, to be inaugurated Oct. 1. 


[Packages of merchandise not exceeding 


eleven pounds in weight or three and one- 


| half feet in length will be mallable. The 


rate from this country will be 12 cents per 
pound, and from Germany 30 cents per 


one-quarter pounds, and 58 cents per parcel 
where the weight exceeds that figure. 


Packages must be so wrapped as to be | 


easily accessible to postmasters and customs 
officers, and the customs charges will be 
collected on delivery. Written or immoral 
matter, publications violating the copyright 
laws of the country of destination, and 


’ fragile articles or such as would endanger 
the mails or carriers are excluded. A 


special blank will be signed and attached 


by the sender to the parcel, and it can 


be registered if desired. 

Similar conventions already exist be- 
tween this country and various South 
American republics, where they are of com- 
paratively trivial importance. Their ex- 
tension to European countries has been 
inexcusably delayed, owing, as it is strongly 
suspected, to the influence of forwarding 
companies. This tardy arrangement with 
Germany should be followed without delay 
by similar conventions with Great Britain 


4 and other European nations. 


A Chicagoan had occasion recently to 
import a package from London weighing 
about eight pounds, on which the duty was 
$2.20. The “foreign charges,” “ broker- 
age,” “customs storage,” and “ delivery ” 
charges, however, amounted to no less than 
$2.83, ‘and the goods were six weeks in 
transit. This case is typical of the expe- 
tience of parties wishing to secure small 
consignments from abroad. Under a con- 
vention with Great Britain like that just 
signed with Germany this package should 
have cost less than one-fourth of the sum 
mentioned for transmission and have been 
delivered in about one-third the time. 

Our postal machinery ought to be made of 
greater use, not only between countries 
in the international postal union, but for 
domestic purposes. The domestic parcels 
post, which is such an immeasurable econ- 
‘omy and convenience in Great Britain, 


where it has largely absorbed the express |

“ The reason for reticence in this regard 
has been a good one. N we came out at this 
time there would be a possibility of some 
one making ‘political capttal of our position, 
and the existence of unions depends upon 
official indifference to politics. However, if 
it should seem necessary, the federation 
would not hesitate to declare itself. The 
suggestion of Mr. Burns may be brought up 
for discussion at next Sunday's meeting of 
the federation.“

Farmers Need American Tools. 
The chief occupation in the settled parts 
of Siberia is agriculture, but there has been
